On April 25 the American consul general at Hongkong reported 
by telegraph the presence of plague.

Status of Cholera. 

Cholera was reported present in Japan March 1, 1913, as follows: 
Tokyo, 6 cases; Kanagawa (Yokohama), 7 cases; Shidzuoka, 45 
cases; Chiba, 23 cases. 

In Kanagawa Province no case of cholera has been notified since 
February 4, 1913. From September 27, 1912, the date of the occur- 
rence of the first case, to October 24, 1912, there were notified 52 
cases of the disease and 9 cholera carriers. No case of cholera oc- 
curred from that date to November 2, 1912, when a new case was 
notified. From November 2 to December 20, 1912, there were 
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notified 61 cases and 32 carriers; from January 1, 1913, to February 
4, 1913, there were notified 6 cases of cholera and 1 carrier. 

The total number of cases of cholera notified in the Province to 
March 28, 1913, was 119. Of these 38 occurred in the city of Yoko- 
hama, 8 in the port of Yokohama or on vessels, 3 in the city of Yoku- 
suka, the remainder of the cases being distributed in 16 towns and 
villages. There were found 42 cholera carriers.
